Surveyor .Missing-Railroad Washout. 
P ortland, January 29:h.—A Lewiston 
(Idaho) special says : Mr, Osborne, surveyor 
of the Oregon Short Lins, is missing. He is 
believed to have become snowblind and lost 
in the mountains. He lift Lewiston early 
Saturday morning for the camp, fifteen miles 
np Snake river, A searching party is now 
out, 
A telegram from Sprague, W. T., says tho 
Northern Pacific road has been washed out 
in several places east of Ainsworth.

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
The Trouble Ip North—Mission of Ibe 
O liver W olcotl. 
Victoria, January 29; h.—The Oliver Wol­ 
cott. with Dr. Powel', Captain Todd and Air. 
Anderson aboard, arrived at Departure Bay 
this morning. When the Wolcott left De­ 
parture Bay on her downward trip she met 
the Dolphin near Swansin’s Bay, onFinlayon 
Channel, with Bishop Ridley on board, a 
ptsseLger for Victoria. The Bishop went on 
board the Walcott and returned with her to 
Metlakatla. On arrival there it was found 
that everything was in a state of some little 
commotion, caused ly the Indians removing 
some Luildinfes from ifce promised church re­ 
serve, but which had never been needed 
by the GovernmenN to their own land. 
This removal was i ffected with a good deal 
of the noise and excitement generally pecu­ 
liar to the Indians. The Wolcott arrived on 
the 18th of October, and summonses were 
issued the sime dsy, on the complaint of the 
Bishop against Paul Legrie, Robert Hnsson 
and Lnke Summer, Indians of the Duncanite 
side, for riotous conduct aud removing the 
property. A summons was also sworn out by 
Paul Legrie against the Bishop for assault, 
and a cross action was entered by the Bishop 
against Sitka Jim, Robert Husson and Paul 
Legrie, for assault also. The first charge, 
that of riotous conduct and removing the 
buildings from this ac-ca’led chnrch reserve, 
wa3 tried the day after arrival and dismissed, 
partly on the ground that the church did not 
own the properly, having no title deed there­ 
for. The charge of assaulting the Bishop was 
prosecuted, and Sitka Jim was fined §20, or 
fifteen daye, and Legrie and Husson were 
fined $10, or ten days. The fices were im­ 
mediately paid. To give the origin of the 
trouble which created the excitement: Twc- 
thirds of the Indians support Mr. DancaD, 
and the other third the Bishop. The latter’* 
followers had organized a band, and one of 
them had purchased a large drum from one 
of the'Duncanites. This drum, «as owned 
by a number of the Indi^ ’. 
In 
fact it 
was 
a joint st 
.V-.m, 
but the man who soh 
th 
d: ím 
bad tfie lmgcot, Interest in if. The other In 
dLns who owned the remainder of th 
shares took this drnrn aw: y from the pur­ 
chaser when he was taking it home. In dc- 
ing so they used some force. This occurred 
a few days before Christmas. The Bishop 
cn complaint issued a warrant for the captors 
of the drum, named Mathew Johnston and 
Robert Bates, on a charge forcibly taking it 
on the highway, and they were lojged in 
jail. As the Bishop did not want to try the 
case alone, he postponed the hearing for six 
days, refnsing bail. 
The Indians not 
wishing to see 
their comrades 
con­ 
fined in a cold, uaheated jail, during 
the Christmas festivities, made a deputation 
and walked down to the Bishop’s h mee. He 
was not ip, but they saw him coming up the 
stnet, accoompanied by hi* wife. They 
thought this was their opportunity to see him 
and walked to meet him. One of ihs Indians, 
Darned Legrie, put up his hands in froi.t of 
the Bishop to stop him, but he thrust hig 
hand awcy. They then closed around him, 
when the Bishop equared off in good style, 
hittirg right and lelt. This affair, of course, 
brought on more trouble, and the Bishop 
started for Victoria on the Dolphin. After the 
settlement of the different eummoneeq Dr. 
Powril invited the Indians to a pow-wow 
at 8 i>. m, on Monday, the 21 ft, in the mission 
bujlding. When Dr. Powell arrived at the 
building, at the appointed hour, not one In­ 
dian was to be reen, Bnd going to Mr. Dnn- 
c»r, the leader, he was told that the Indians 
had concluded not to go to the mission house, 
as it was on church property; but they had 
no o’"j ctipcs to having the meeting in their 
own chnrch. Several meetings were held, 
and Mr. Duncan at one time threatened to 
resign and leave the place : but after a little 
while pacific council prevailed. At one time 
matterS'assumed a very black appearance, as 
the Indians threatened to fence the B'shop 
in, and goodness knows wbat, if he stepped 
beyond the boundary. It was finrdly arranged 
that earh party should mind their own busi­ 
ness. The Bishop intends to remove his fam­ 
ily from Metlakatla, and return and stay 
himself.

Two or Them Captured Artera Desperate 
Eight — Both Severely YYonnuo,] -B a l­ 
ance or the Gang Surrounded- .'tie |„_ 
jnred Bandits Conrea*.

Salt Lake, Jannary 29.h.—To-night at 10 
o’clock .Mr. Dooly, cgent of Weil*, Fargo & 
Co., received a telegraphic k c s ga from J, 
N. Thacker, dated at 1 Varrel. Utah, statir.o» 
that Grin Nay and Fr. k Hawley, two cf 
the men engaged in the Central Pacific train 
robbery, had been cspttir. d, and had juBt 
been broagbt to that place by J. S. Black. 
It seenos that an attackirg party had been 
organized, c”cipo?ed of J. N. Thacker, 
Sheriff Turner of Provo, Sher ff Gil­ 
lespie of Tooele county, J. S. Black 
of I) seret, end George Boyd and others, who 
went to S ivassy Springs, 35 mi ts north of Des­ 
eret station, on the U tab Southern Railroad. 
The attacking parly surprised two of the 
robbers—Nay and Hawley—at a horse corral 
or range, and when they were ordered to sur­ 
render they began firin¿. Seventy.five shots 
were exchanged. 
The horses of tho 
two robbers wrre killed, and Nay was 
mortaby wounded, beicg fhot through 
the legs and 
body. 
The attaching 
party escaped unicjured, Hawley was also 
shot throngh the legs. Their comrades— 
Frank Francis, Ras Anderson and Cobb—are 
in their stockade, and surrounded by a party 
sent by Dooly Lom Deeeret. Tho besieging 
party are expecting to bo :e in forced by a 
party commanded by officer Deal and Sheriff 
Brown, of Ogden, sent out by the Central 
Pacific from Mortello, The party was at 
Deep Creek on Friday, ld 1 would make 
the junction tc-day. The robbers are well 
fortified, and it may be found necessary to 
use a howitzer to dislodge them. The wonnd- 
ed robbers confess all. They were engaged 
in the Deep Creek robb«ry, as * ell ss the 
attack on the Central Pacific train. They 
say they wanted to m»ke one pood haul and 
then retire. They will bo brought to this 
city to-morrow morcinp, airivicg at 10 
o’clock.

SENTENCES. 


I t has been suggested that where pris­ 
oners are sentenced for life, the rule 
shall be changed so as to make the sentence 
for expectation of life, on the ground that 
such a modification will render the disciplin­ 
ing of such convicts an easier task. This is 
comparatively a new question here. 
At 
first view it may appear to commend itself. 
But consideration will show that as an ar­ 
bitrary rule it is not d. sirable. 
The death 
penalty is now supplanted by a lifa term 
by juries, in many cases, as an act of 
mercy, and to extend the option would 
tend to lessen the feartke penalty of the law 
should inspire. 
In a modified degree such 
a regulation might be beneficial—as, ii it 
were left to the sound discretion of the 
Court—but for premeditated and will­ 
ful murder there is no reason for relaxing 
the severity of the law, which air;; as 
oil 
to deter as to punish.

Congressman Moore, of Tennessee, is 
ashamed t)f his State. 
He finds th at the 
seed of repudiation is bringing forth its 
legitimate fruit. The natural and unavoid­ 
able result of th a t pernicious political 
philosophy and moral obliquity, which 
leads a people to even contemplate repudia­ 
tion w ithout blushing, is now being realized. 
Capitalists, while adm itting the tempting 
advantages the S:ate presents for the in­ 
vestment of means in industrial enter­ 
prises, and fsr large returns, are loth to 
take the risks that they most, in view of 
the attitude of the representative body of 
the people of Tennessee relative to the 
payment cf the hoDest debts of the State. 
The result is that capital passes Tennessee 
by, for perhaps less inviting hut more 
honest fields. 
Mr. Moore believes th at the 
wing of the Democratic patty in th at State 
which abhors repudiation will unite with 
the Republicans and form a State Credit 
party of sufficient strength to be able to re­ 
store the credit of the commonwealth. 
In 
the meantime Mr. Moore has prepared an 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
U nited States, which, if put before the 
people, will make the repudiation doctrine 
an iasug for all the Legislatures of the States 
to pass upon. The amendment proposed will 
give the creditors^ of a State the right to 
sue a State and obtain judgment for, and 
collect the amounts due them in cases 
where States refuse or neglect to pay law­ 
ful debts. This will place States, in regard 
to debt, on the same footing as corporations 
and companies or associations organized 
under the laws. 
Congressman Mcore has 
had occasion to say recently, on being in­ 
terrogated on the subject of the situation 
in his State : “ I feel se deeply the disgrace 
which Tennessee has brought upon herself 
by the adoption of a policy of repudiation 
and dishonesty, th at I am almost ashamed 
to acknowledge myself in decent society a 
citizen of the State.” 
W hen Mr. Moore’s amendment ehall be 
placed before the people it will be found no 
simple question. 
W hile it must be ad­ 
m itted th at the end sought is a just one, 
the question as to the means to be em­ 
ployed to attain it is a problem full of dif­ 
ficulties. 
W ill not that class of citizens 
who regard all enlargement of Federal 
power with alarm, w hether it be, as in this 
case, the recognition and declaration of a 
new right, or the assumption of new au­ 
thority, have some reason for their appre­ 
hensions '! 
How Bhall a judgment for debt 
from any Court, State or Federal, be en­ 
forced against an unwilling State ? 
In 
what form, anil against what, shall process 
issue ? For it must be remembered that a 
Legislature cannot by any civil process be 
compelled to provide for the levy of a tax. 
And finally, a3 is aptly suggested by an 
Eastern contemporary, will not the adop­ 
tion of the proposed amendment by the 
General Government—an amendment it 
would be in duty bound to command re­ 
spect for—amount to an indorsement of 
State indebtedness, and thus enhance State 
securities in financial markets, when their 
value should be baeed alone upon thewealth, 
prosperity and good faith of the debtor 
State ?

POLL 
TAS 
COLLECTIONS. 


Controller Kenfield reports that in 1S80 
the total vote of California was 104,397. 
For the year ending March 1, 1SS1, the 
poll taxes reported were 13S.2S2, and for 
the year eliding March 1, 1882, 15S,1S4. 
The Constitution provides that every male 
inhabitant over 21 and tmder 00 years of 
age shall pay annually a poll tax of cot 
less than §2, except paupers, idiots, insane 
persons and Indians not taxed. Assuming, 
w ith the Controller, who puts it very 
mildly, that the aliens exceed the v o ters 
over 00 years of age, it becomes evident 
that there should be a much greater num­ 
ber of poll taxes collected than there are 
voters. 
The truth is that the aliens very 
far exceed in number voters over the age 
of exemption. 
The conclusion is unavoid­ 
able th at poll tax collectors fail to collect 
efficiently, even after allowing a margin 
for the number it is all but impossible to 
reach. 
The vole at no election is full, and 
those liable to poll taxes, exclusive of 
aliens and exempts, always outnumber the 
actual voters. 
San Francisco cast in 1S80 
41,248 votes, but returned only 32,S47 poll 
taxes ; El Dorado cast 2,963, and returned 
2.294 poll taxed¿ Los Angeles cast 6,086 
votes, and returned but 3,100 poll taxes ; 
Sacramento cast 6,769 votee, and returned 
7,426 poll taxes ; Santa Clara cast 6,048 
votes, and returned but 4,033 poll taxes. 
These examples suggest that an impiove- 
ment upon the plan in vogus is possible. 


HOME AND ABROAD. 


A FACTOR OP OPPOSITION. 


Few contests for a Senatorial position 
have absorbed so much of public attention 
as th at pending in Minnesota. 
Opposition 
to Mr. Windom is fierce and determined. 
Recently we outlined the plana and hopes 
of the whLky manufacturers, dealers and 
speculators, relative to the extension of the 
bonded lim it and their scheme to pocket 
1,000,090 by removal of 
the tax on 
whisky. 
W hen these plans were first 
broached and received the indorsement of 
Commissioner Raum, and Secretary Folger 
attacked them, Mr. Windom, with others, 
cam i to the support of the Secretary and 
r-.ade a vigorous and successful assault 
upon them. 
These same plans are again 
on foot, and their projectors have resolved 
to spare nothing necessary to their tri­ 
umph. 
One of the details of the whisky 
campaign is to defeat Mr. Windom and all 
others who hare shown an unfriendly dis­ 
position toward the plots of the specula­ 
tors. 
The working cf the plan is now be­ 
ing made manifest in Minnesota, and it 
emphasizes our former statem ent, that the 
liquor manufacturers’ combination is to be 
a powerful factor in political contests. 
It 
wants a Senate friendly to its interests ; 
and to secure the adoption of a policy fa­ 
vorable to its plans, it ignores partv lines 
and all other considerations save those of 
self-interest. 
. 


SHORTAGE. 


There is pending a bill to provide regu­ 
lations and means for enforcing them, rel­ 
ative to weights and measures. 
But it is 
to apply only to cities having over 100,000 
inhabitants—in other words, San Fran­ 
cisco. 
It is to be hoped representatives of 
the interior will see to it th at some meas­ 
ure passes of like character applicable to 
interior cities. 
One of the heaviest taxes 
the consumer now pays in all the cities and 
towns of the State is the “ shortage” tax. 
In the m atter of wood measurement it is a 
grievous burden, and is ’especially severe 
upon the small buyers. 
It is just possible 
some of the statesmen at the Capitol will 
find time to examine the laws of other 
States on this subject, and give this people 
the benefit of their researches. 
Since *eg- 
ulation is the order of the day, let the 
measures and weights of dealers be looked 
after.

The second suit is brought in the 
District Court for elander, damages being 
laid at 85.000. Mrs. Ward is a respectable 
lady, very handsome, and the mother of sev­ 
eral children, she having a son 21 yearn old. 
She has long been a prominent member of 
the First 
Methodist Church, in which 
also Bonner is a ehiniog light. 
She is 
a sister to Bornei’s wife, and also a consin 
of Bonner. She claims that Bonner has for 
a long time past paid undue attention to her, 
has dogged her footsteps about town to and 
from cliurcb, and has greatly annoyed her. 
Ha even went so far as to suggest that she 
get divorced from her husband, and that he 
would secure a divorcs from his wife, and 
then they would get married. 
In his letters 
he showed that he was jealous of her, and 
intimated that if he could not have her he 
would do something to make himself and her 
die together “ and lie in their shrouds,( as a 
dead trouble is better than a living one.” 
Mrs. W ard finally gave the whole thing away 
to her friends and the church authorities, and 
asked for advice, and at this juncture Bonner 
is alleged to have confessed that he had had 
criminal ioteicourse with Mrs. Ward for a 
number cf years. This was too much, and 
she immediately took steps to refute the 
slander, which she asserts is malicious, false 
and uttered for revenge. 
Those B elgian S ecu rities A gain . 
Boston, January 29th.—A bill in equity 
was brought gome months ago by Leopold 
II., King of Belgium, in the Supreme Court, 
against Lson Btrnard, to recover certain 
securities deposited by Bernard in the Uoion 
Safe Deposit vaults iu this city. 
The suit is 
still pending. Another bill in equity has 
now been brought hy Isadore Hippqlite Duros 
Aux, Bishop of Tournay, iu Belgium, to 
recover the same securities.

the Uoion Sefe Deposit vault be restrained 
from allowing Bernard to have accesH to the 
Bafe, and from delivering the securities to 
him. and that plaintiff be put in posJeadon 
of the property. Upon the filing of the bill 
an injunction was issued as prayed f jr till 
the further order of the Court, and a sub- 
pena was also i-sued to defendant, returnable 
in March.

He claims 
to be a relative of Ricord of Pari», hut 
brings no testimonials with him. 
He sayR he

eleot Singzar, of Idaho, ík in the city looking 
after the interests of his people, and from 
him yonr correspondent gleaned some inter­ 
esting facts relative to the growth of Mor 
monism in the Territory.

The steamship Coptic, which sailed from 
Shanghai on the 3 i of January, arrived in 
San Francisco Sunday night about half -past 
10, bringing the following advices : 


CHINA. 
The latest advices show that the attitude 
of the Chinese toward Japan is becoming 
unpleasant, if not actually hostile, the 
cause of the ill feeling being the still unset­ 
tled Loo Choo question. 
The Chinese offi­ 
cials profess great indignation because the 
new envoy from Japan comes without in­ 
structions to reopen the subject on his Bide, 
and several petty affronts have been given 
to the Japanese officials now in China. 
The Japanese envoy is understood to de­ 
clare that his predecessor had full power 
to settle the dispute ; that China agreed 
more than once upon tennB of adjustment, 
only to repudiate her own action afterward, 
throwing such obstacles in the way of a 
reasonable adjustm ent th at Japan was com­ 
pelled to withdraw from the negotiations. 
This was not done, however, until after the 
utm ost patience and consideration had been 
Bhown in an endeavor to effect a proper 
understanding. Now Japan waits for China 
to reopen the proceedings, if she desires to. 
The Chinese officials virtually adm it the 
correctness cf these assertions, but assume 
that Japan, being the younger aqd smaller 
empire, is bound to consult the conven, 
ience of her continental neighbors. 
For­ 
eign diplomatists have no fear that serious 
consequences will follow China’s offensive 
action. 
The affairs of Tonqnin are still in an un­ 
certain state. The French envoy to Peking 
believes the Chinese forces have been, or 
immediately will be, withdrawn from the 
disputed region and leave the way open for 
French possession. 
Others assume that 
the troops will retire a short distance only, 
with intent to take such action as future 
developments render expedient. 
The commercial treaty between China 
and Corea has been published. 
It is prob­ 
ably of only temporary nature, being im­ 
perfect in scope and supplying but few es­ 
sential details. 
The extra-territorial prin­ 
ciple is maintained, largely to the advan­ 
tage of China. 
The authorities of Foo Chow have sud­ 
denly prohibited the sale of kerosene. 
Cause not explained. 
The Nanking Viceroy Tso shows signs of 
recovery from the illness that was expected 
to prove fatal, 
JAPAN. 
The official trade returns for 1S82 show : 
Total exports from Yokohama, 820,600.­ 
000 ; total imports, §20,300.000. 
The ex­ 
ports have increased §5,500,000 since the 
previous year, and the imports decreased 
upward of §1,000,000. 
The principal ex­ 
ports are silk and tea, while the principal 
imports are cotton yarn, shirtings, mus­ 
lins, sugar and kerosene. 
The Japanese' paper currency has in­ 
creased in value since the beginning of the 
year. 
The present discount is 30 per cent, 
from silver and -10 per cent, from gold. 
Admiral Ito, President of the new ship­ 
ping company, ; Captain A. R. Brown, ad­ 
viser, and II. W. Irwin, business manager, 
start shortly for America and Europe to 
make large purchases of steamships and 
other material. The last-named gentleman 
also visits W ashington to agitate a return 
of the Simonoski money. 
Japanese army officers will be sent to 
Germany to study the military system fol­ 
lowed there.

Both 
H ouses 
Resum e Labor — A 
Fresh 
Batch of Bills. 
Both houses of the Legislature were in session 
yesterday, w ith an increased attendance of mem 
bers. 
The Assembly did a heavy day’s work on its 
files, bu t passed over im portant measures for a 
larger attendance. 
Tbe Senate m et at 2 p. si., with Lieutenant-Gov* 
em or D aggett in the chair. 
On motion of Cross th e journal of January 5th 
was amended so as to conform to the fact. 
Del Valle moved to consider the s*ote bv which 
the Senate on Friday refused to order engrossed S. 
B. 67, relative to removing the collection of m iner­ 
als now in the State Library to the State Mining Bu­ 
reau iu Sau Francisco. 
Cox moved to lay th e motion to reconsider on the 
t&bie. 
Tbe motion was lose 
On motion of Cox, the subject was made the 
special order for Thursday a t 2 o'clock. 
Steele presented a petition on behalf of the Ag­ 
ricultural College at the State University, which 
was ordered printed and referred to the Committee 
on A gricultuie. 
The Committee on Rules rep rted back favorably 
the proposed am endm ent to Rule 11, providing that 
am endm ents ihall not be cnnsideied on the first 
reading of a hill. 
The am endm ent was adopted. 
English introduced a hill amending the Political 
Code so as to m ake the 9th of September—Adwis 
Sion Day—a legal holiday. 
Vrooiran introduced a bill which provides th at 
whenever a person isc n v ic te d of a ruird.m eaner 
and sentenced to imprisonm ent, the sentence may 
include th at lie shall perform labor on the streets, 
roads, highways, or public erounds. 
Maddcx introduced a bill fixing the jurisdiction 
and providing the compensation for Justices I f the 
Peace in cities and towns. 
Also a bill for the relief 
of John W. Metcalf and George McClellan. 
Perry introduced a hill to amend the law for the 
governm ent of state Prisons. 
It makes . t com­ 
pulsory on the Judges to Bend prisoners to San 
Q uentin first and lea' ts it to the Directors to decide 
how they shall be distributed afterwards. 
Crouan introduced a bill to enable the State Uni­ 
versity to rec nvey to the Uiiited States Govern­ 
m ent certain lands heretofore granted to the >tate 
of California, under the Act of Congress of 1SC2, in 
lieu of other lands ; also to prohibit gas and water 
companies front charging for making connections 
with their main pipes; also to pay the claim of P. 
J. O’Comioi—$35,600—for services asaichitect, etc., 
of the Napa Insane Asylum. 
Bpencerof Napa introito-ed A. B. 131, in order 
to get it properly before the Conun’ttee oi County 
Governments, to be considered in connection with 
the other county governm ent bills. 
Kelly of Solano introduced a bill to add two new 
sections to the Civil Code, relative to foreign corpo­ 
rations. 
It provides th at before they can do busi­ 
ness in this State they m utt file a designation in 
w riting as to who summons and other processes ctn 
be served on. In case they rgmove any action to 
the Federal Courts of the State, or commence any 
actiou against any citizen in a Federal Court of the 
State, th e\ sb a i forfeit their rights. Also a bill to 
add two new sections to tho Code of Civil Pro­ 
cedure, relative to procedure in actions against non* 
residents. 
It establishes a sort of proceeding in 
rein , by providing for the employment oi the prop­ 
erty of uon residents to satUly claims of the cit­ 
izen. 
Lyuch introduced a bill to amend the Political 
Code concerning tbe w ater front of the City and 
County of s»n Francisco. 
It makes a general re­ 
vision of the Act under which the Board of H u h r 
Commissioners work, changing the rates of dockage 
ami raising the bonds of th e Secretary, Wharfingers 
and Commissioners. 
Provides that no one directly 
or indirectly Connected or associated w'ith any insti­ 
tution doing business on the w ater front shall be one 
of the Commissioners, or Wharfinger,- or Sa rotary. 
Changes the c Election of wharf charges to the 
vessels. 
. 
Cross introduced a bill to amend the Civil Code to 
provide f jr the levying of assessments by corpora­ 
tions. 
It provides th at insurance companies may 
levy assessments, if necessary, after tlmir stock is 
all "paid up. 
Also to amend tection 427 of the Civil 
Code, to provide for the investm ent of the capital 
and accum ulations of corporations organized under 
the laws of the State for the transaction of business 
in any kind of insurance. 
It allows insurance com­ 
panies to invest in bonds or stocks at the m arket 
value, even though above par. 
Also a bill relating 
to the advertisem ent of tbe capital of insurance 
compani* s. 
It provides that they- shall not advertise 
mote capital than they actually t,avc paid up. 
A large num ber of bills were read first time. 
S. B. 80, relative to the Bank Comntt tioncrs, and 
the Assembly bill appropriating $35,000 for the sup­ 
port of th e State P rinting office, were parsed. 
The Senate adjourned to m eet at 10 A. it. to day. 
Tne session of the Assembly commenced at 10 
o'clock A. M., Speaker La Rue in tbe chair. 
H ead present d a petition from citizens and resi­ 
dents of the southeastern portion of Los Angeles 
county, asking the passage of the law erecting the 
new county of Orange. 
Murdock presented a petition signed bv many 
prom inent attorneys, favoring the passage of his bill 
in relation to the probationary treatm ent oi juve­ 
nile offenders. 
Keeler introduced a very im portant bill in rela­ 
tion to property exem pt frum execution and forced 
sale. 
[It adds to the piesent law this provision : 
“ Nor shall any of the live stock herein mentioned, 
or any live stock, lie exem pt from execution issued 
upon a judgm ent for damages caused by the tres­ 
pass of such lives tock."] He also introduced a bill 
which would m ake a revolution in th e ju ry system. 
[It amends Sections 195 and 205of the Code of Civil 
Proce utc, so as to dispense w ith the property 
qua ification and make ail electors com petent to 
serve as jurors 1 
Booth introduced a bill authorizing Coroners to 
appoint a physician to hold autopsies, and pay him 
$25 for caco case. 
Weaver introduced a bill amending the law con­ 
cerning the w ater front of San Francisco. 
It pro- 
vidte th at the wharf charges shall be collected from 
the vessels instead i-f front the m erchants and dray­ 
men. 
The same bill was introduced in the Senate 
last session. 
Yell in'toduced a bill relative to challenges of 
jurors. 
[It adds to the present i hallengcs for cause 
that the person is either a debtor or creditor of a 
party to the suit ] 
Barry introduced a bil! to enable the State Uni­ 
versity to dispose of some cf its lands by returning 
them to the United States Government and getting 
other lands in lieu thereof. 
Thirty six bills were disposed of on the first and 
second reading files. 
Plover’s bill to appropriate $10,000 for construct­ 
ing sidewalks around the State Capitol grounds, 
came i p on second reading. 
Tne Assembly went 
into Committee of the Whole, Johnston in the chair, 
aud amended the hill fo th at artificial etone of any 
patent m ight be used in the construction of the 
walks. 
Storke moved th at the committee rise and report 
the bill back w ith the recommend ilion th at the bill 
be referred to tho Committee on Public Expendi­ 
tures and Accounts. 
M atthews moved to amend, th at the committee 
rise and report the bill hack witlt a recommendation 
th at i . do not pass. 
B jUi motions w ere pu t and both declared carried. 
Iu Assembly, on motion of Storke, the bill was 
referred to the Committee on Public Expenditures 
and Accounts. 
The sn jcial older of tbe day set for 2 o'clock was 
Hollister's bill to establish a State Board of H orti­ 
culture. 
3 he Assembly went into Committee of Hie 
Wit le anil considered the hill bv sections. 
The 
salary of the chief horticultural officer was re­ 
duced from ¿200 per moutii to $150 per month, and 
the appropriation reduced from ¿7,500 to $5,000. 
On m otion of 3torke, the bill was reported back 
to th e A-s-rlnbly with the recommendation th at it 
be passed as amended. 
The roll was called on the engrossment of the 
bill, and it was ordered engrossed aud lead a third 
tim e by a vote of 35 ayes to 22 noes. 
A report was made from the Committee on En­ 
grossm ent, tinned D. H. Bibb, sub-Clnirm an, a 
new and m ost.ippropriate title. 
The special otder for 3 o’clock, th e hill to author­ 
ize the creation i f a State agricultural and indus­ 
trial exhibition building on tbe State 
C pito] 
grounds, was made the special order for to day at 
11 o'clock A Jl. 
Levers, n introduced a concurrent resolution re­ 
questing our Senators and Representatives in Con­ 
gress to oppose the hill now pending before Con­ 
gress for the consolidation of tbe Southern Pacific 
aud'Oiher railroads. The resolution calls ¡uto ques 
ti n the authority of Congress to incorporate or 
consolidate either banking, trading or transporta­ 
tion corpo-at'onp. 
It also favors a Ci nvention to 
revise the Constitution of the U nited States, to set­ 
tle doubts upon this question. 
Booth introduced a bill to amend Section 427 of 
the Civil Code, to provide fur the investm ent tf the 
capital and accumulations of corporations orgauiz d 
under the laws of the State fur the transaction of 
business in any kind of insurance, 
ft provides th at 
they ntay invest in tbe purchase of or loans upon 
interest-bearing bonds of the United States Govern­ 
m ent, or cf any Stale of the Union, or of any coun­ 
ty, or any unincum bered real property w orth at 
least 50 per eeut. more thnu tbe auiouot of the 
loans ; or m loans upon bids of lading, warehouse 
receipts, invoices of merchandise, or m erchandise iu 
warehouse, worth at least 30 per cent, more than 
the am ount of tbe loan. 
He also introduced a bill 
to amend Section 332 of the Civil Code, lo ptovide 
f r the levying of assessments l>y corporations. 
It 
provides th at “ no one assessment m ust rxc.ed 10 
per cent, of the am ount of tho capital stock named 
la the articles of incorporation, except in the cases 
in this section otherwise provided for, as follows : 
First, if the capital of the corporation is not paid 
up, and tbe corporation is unable to m eet its liabili­ 
ties, or to satisfy the claims i f the ercdi ors, an as­ 
sessm ent may be made for the full am ount unpaid 
upon the capital stock, or if a less am ount is suffi­ 
cient then it mav be for fuch a p rccntage as will 
raise th at am ount; second,the Directors of railroad 
corporations may assess the c p.tv stock in install­ 
ments oi not more than 10 per cent, per m outh, un­ 
less the 
articles ot 
incorporation themselves 
otherwise o rd er; third, the 
directors 
of fire 
and 
marine, 
or 
fire or 
m arine 
insurance, 
or re-insurance corporations, may assess such a per­ 
centage of or upon the capital stock as they deem 
proper, either tor the purpose of catling in the sub­ 
scribed cipital stock nr for the purpose of making 
up any im pairm ent of capital, sustained by loss or 
otherwise, or for the purpose of increasing the capi­ 
tal stock, when suc’a proceedings have been had a3 
authorize the increase of the capit-1 stock of such 
corporation.” He also introduced a bill adding the 
following new section to the Civil Code : 
“ No cor­ 
poration doing business in this State in any kind of 
insurance shall in any- m anner advertiré or claim 
th at such company has anym ore cauta! than is 
actual y paid up in cash and unincum bered.” 
Swc-vt aiid introduced a bill appropriating $113,­ 
000 for the payment of the per diem of the members 
and attaches of the Constitutional Convention. 
Stoike introduced a bill to amend Section 1552 of 
the Political Code, relative to the sa’ary of Superin­ 
tendent of Schools in the several counties. 
It pro­ 
vides th at where the salary, as provided bv the 
statute, exceeds $1,509 per annum , he shall receive 
su cj compensation as the Board of Supervisors shall 
allow, providing th at it shall not be leas than $25 
for each school district in hit county, inclusive cf 
traveling expenses, and an amount equal to ¿1 for 
each district for contingent expense*. 
Provided, 
also, th at tn incorporated cities and in school dis­ 
tricts having a daily attendance of more than 300 
pupils or fractim th ereif, to t k ss than 100 fha l be 
deemed and considered equal 'o one school district. 
Campbell introduced a bill relating to -evenue, 
aud particularly to the aFsevsment of mileage bv 
the State Board of Equalization and the collection 
of State, county and city taxes due upon such as­ 
sessments. 
Barry introduced a resolution, which was adopted, 
instructing the phonographic reporter of the Com­ 
m ittee on Carp rations to write out his notes of the 
investigation into tbe acts cf the outgoing Railroad 
Commissioners. 
Adjourned to m eet a t 10 A. M. to-day.
